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THE STORY OF UOPE 


Beginning with Ash Wednesday, open- 


ing day of the Lenten season that pre- 
cedes Easter 
which 
this 
year 
falls 


on March 24, the right of religious wor- 
ship will be given full expression through- 
out America. 


Millions of worshippers, young and 


old, will gather in churches of many dif- 
ferent denominations 
to 
re-consecrate 


themselves in the particular faith to which 
they subscribe. Theirs will be the right 
and the privilege, without fear of oppo- 
sition or interference. 


This outpouring of Christians is cause 


for hope, not only in this country but 
throughout the world and even where in- 
tolerance and persecution are suppressing 
Christianity temporarily. 
This manifes- 


tation of hope is fitting to the occasion 
that Lent and Easter commemorate. 


The story of the Resurrection is the 


greatest account of hope ever recorded. 


Today hope is the white light that 


shines through the darkness of despair. It 
is the hope that peace will come again, 
the hope that prosperity will return, the 
hope that mortal life can be made happy, 
productive and normal—it is this hope, 
many in one, that is now keeping human 
civilization from disintegrating before the 
bestial forces that have gained momentary 
advantage in some places. 


Without hope, all would soon be lost. 
The trials of these times multiply the 


reasons for repeating again the soul nour- 
ishing story of the Resurrection of the 
Prince of Peace. 


THE PROFIT IN CHEAP HOUSES 
Surveys of the building industry, which 


gave work to 3,200,000 in the '20's, show 
one encouraging trend: 
An increasing 


number of builders are constructing mod- 
erately priced homes instead of seeking 
contracts for only the expensive class of 
dwelling. 


Just as the automobile industry began 


to boom when the cheaper cars "were put 
on the market, resulting in mass buying 
and mass production, the building indus- 
try will recover only when more con- 
tractors concentrate on the low priced 
home. 


The explanation is simple. 
Expert 


budget makers have figured that no one 
can afford to pay more than one-fourth 
of his income for housing. On that basis 
a $5,000 house renting for $50 a month 
requires an income of $50 a week and a 
$3,000 house renting for $30 a month needs 
an income of at least $30 a week. 


During the '20's, 
contractors 
made 


money building dwellings costing more 
•than $5,000 and rer.ting for more than 
$50 a month. Since then family incomes 
have diminished until today only one- 
third as many people are earning $50 a 
week as did in 1929. Yet,- until recently, 
according to Dun's review, builders con- 
tinued to put up more 
$5,000-or-more 


houses than the cheaper ones. In 1933-39 
they constructed about three times as 
many of the higher priced dwellings as 
there were buyers or renters in that in- 
come class. They were building for ten- 
ants who weren't there. 


Xow about three out of 10 builders 


have discovered that there is profit in 
building the moderate priced homes. When 
this percentage increases, the building in- 
dustry will be nerving the basis of mass 
production upon which its recovery and 
prosperity will denend. 


ECONOMY OR POLITICS? 


When President Roosevelt asked Con- 


gress to economize he may r.ot have an- 
ticipated such an energetic response a? 
the house gave in cutting the farm appro- 
priation to $722,000,000, a 20 per cent re- 
duction of Iiis budget recommendations. 


Excepting — in this case — agricultural 


interests, this great show 
«f 
economy 


would be encouraging to mc.-t observers 
if it had r.ot been passed by a political 
combination which suggests the represen- 
tatives may have been thinking 
more 


about saving votes than saving dollar?. 
The economy bloc was made up of an al- 
most solid front of Republicans and. a 
number of Democrats from metropolitan 
districts \vhere a reduction in farm funds 
would not be expected to have serious re- 
percussions at the polls later. 


The argument heard most frocuealiv 


during debate over the bill wc~ i'n .sub- 
stance, "Make these cuts or vote new tax- 
es." 
And every congressman knows full 


well that the enactment of new taxes in 


an election year is not persuasive cam- 
paign talk. 


The sincerity of the house action re- 


mains to be proved, or disproved. If, for 
instance, the metropolitan representatives 
show as much willingness to cut whatever 
appropriations concern the cities and the 
industrial interests as they were to reduce 
agricultural grants, and if the Republi- 
can representatives accept cuts for purely 
G.O.P. proposals—then "it will be admit- 
ted that the house is earnestly trying to 
lower government expenses, and the coun- 
try will rejoice. 


In the meantime, the senate has been 


given the difficult job of deciding whether 
the agricultural economies are too deep, 
as the President says. Indications are that 
at least some of the items tossed out by 
the house will be restored to the bill by 
the senate. 


PUBLISH THE PROCEEDLN'GS 


Several members of the state conserva- 


tion commission, and the director of the 
conservation department, 
recently 
en- 


gaged in an unseemingly wrangle about 
the form in which minutes of commis- 
sion meetings are published. 


Although that incident may be and 


probably is just another of the many dis- 
putes growing out of conservation work 
in recent years, it is more than usually im- 
portant, we think, because of the implica- 
tion of a responsible state official that his 
colleagues are keeping certain facts from 
the public. 


Even if the allegation cannot be proved, 


the implication is there, an unhealthy and 
unwelcome suggestion that a state depart- 
ment of tremendous importance to the 
public welfare is suppressing a part of its 
proceedings from the public it serves and 
from which it exacts its sustenance. 


Such incidents can easily be exagger- 


ated and this one probably will be. But 
there is a simple and certain way of elim- 
inating the insinuations already made, of 
satisfying everyone, even the most rabid 
critics of the conservation department, that 
affairs in the commission are conducted in 
a completely open .and honest manner. 
It is a method which has not yet been used 
in the 
conservation 
department, 
and 


should be used there and in others. 


It is what was inf President Dykstra's 


mind when the University of Wisconsin 
executive advised a group of public offi- 
cials a year or so ago: 


"Our actual responsibility is to lay 


bare, honest, honorable facts before the 


. citizens so they cannot point the finger 


of suspicion but will look upon govern- 
ment as a group of agencies manned 
by a personnel interested in the in- 
tegrity of public affairs. 


". . . unless public officials see fit in 


the future to lay the facts of their of- 
fices before the public we face a break- 
down of the processes of democratic 
government. Because of the neglect to 
open dealings in public office to the 
public, democracy is now considered a 
lazy, drifting public discussion.. . ." 
The state conservation department pub- 


lishes each month a 100 page conserva- 
tion bulletin, a valuable work and one 
worthy to be continued, but one in which 
space is sometimes not well budgeted. The 
circulation is about 10,000 copies, and it 
probably costs around $1000 an issue. 


The current edition is typical. The 


book contains some interesting and educa- 
tional articles on various phases of the 
slate conservation 
program, articles on 


the outdoors, on fish and game, on forests 
and general conservation subjects. But 19 
full pages are devoted to arrest reports, 
county by county, giving statistics on vio- 
lators, their names and addresses and 
court records. We doubt that such mate- 
rial is useful or interesting enough to 
warrant a substantial 
expenditure of 


state funds for its publication. 
We be- 


lieve that an equivalent amount of space 
could and should be devoted to a publi- 
cation of the complete transcript of the 
conservation 
commission's 
proceedings, 


including verbatim reports of discussions 
on important, and even controversial, sub- 
jects. 


Such publication 
would 
necessarily 


eliminate all suspicion of doctoring news, 
of suppressing parts of the minutes of 
proceedings. 
Moreover, the thousands of 


people in Wisconsin who have a real and 
sincere interest in the state conservation 
department and its work will read such 
a transcript. They will be able to evalu- 
ate the attitudes and the policies of the 
men who are running the 
department, 


know better its problems, understand its 
program. 


Democratic government implies an in- 


telligent electorate. The people cannot 
participate effectively in their govern- 
ment without knowing. It is the duty of 
that government to furnish all the facts 
without reservation so that the people 
may know, and knowing, judge.

ROUND

Washington—For some months a knock-down 


backstage fight has been raging between the 
United States government and the white-haired 
boy of U. S. aviation—Pan American Airways. 


Pan American executives held a long confer- 


ence with government officials last week and 
made considerable progress toward a settlement. 
The fight involves the use of German airplane 
pilots in Colombia, not far from the Panama 
canal, on a Pan American subsidiary airline 
called SCADTA. 


The fight also involves the allegation by war 


department officials that SCADTA gave Ger- 
man pilots an opportunity to become familiar 
with the topography adjacent to Panama. These 
officials assert that some of the pilots, after be- 
ing kept in Colombia for a time, returned to 
Germany, letting new pilots take their places. 


Thus the air attache of the German embassy 


n Washington, Peter Riedel, had experience in 
Colombian flying while working for this Pan 
American subsidiary. Thus also, the German 
flires who made the non-stop flight across the 
Atlantic last summer had worked for the Col- 
ombian airline. 


Pilots of German extraction flew planes in 
Colombia during a period when the prime tenet 


of United States foreign policy was to combat 
'Nazi-Fascist infiltration into Latin America." 
That is why the American government interest- 
d itself in the situation. 
SCADTA BLOCKED EXPANSION 


To get the complete picture it is necessary to 


go back ten years to the time when Pan Ameri- 
an Airways did an excellent job of blazing a 
new air trail through Latin America. At that 
ime they found their path blocked by SCADTA, 
a line operated in Colombia by an Austrian 
lamed Peter Von Bauer, now a Colombian citi- 
en. 
In order to fly over Colombia to the west 
oast of South America, it was necessary finally 
or Pan American's president, Juan Trippe, to 
>uy out SCADTA at rather a high price. 
This set-up continued from 1931 until Octo- 
>er, 1938, when Chamberlain's surrender of 
Czechoslovakia at Munich and Hitler's increas- 
ed belligerency brought on increased war de- 
partment worries regarding the proximity of 
German pilots to the Panama Canal. 


United States army strategists pointed out 


that one well-placed bomb could smash the 
locks and put the canal out of commission for 
months. President Roosevelt even went so far 
as to examine the possibility of taking over 
Swan Island from Costa Rica, and the Big Corn 
and Little Corn Islands from Nicaragua, to 
serve as additional air outposts to guard Pana- 
ma. 
CAA INVESTIGATES 


So at this point the state department, through 


its ambassador, Spruille Braden, began to do 
some sleuthing about these German pilots in 
Colombia. Ambassador Braden, however, had 
little success. It was difficult, at that time, to 
ascertain whether Pan American was responsi- 
ble for the German pilots, or whether SCADTA 
was responsible. 


Meantime the Civil Aeronautics Authority be- 


gan examining the financial set-up of Pan 
American's Colombian subsidiary. It was found 
that Juan Trippe, as Pan American president, 
after buying 84 per cent of SCADTA's stock, 
had then turned around and handed 51 per cent 
of the stock back to SCADTA owner Von Bauer. 
The stock was placed in escrow, so that while 
Pan American actually owned it, the German 
manager could vote it. 
GERMAN PILOTS CONTINUE 


Under that management arrangement, Ger- 


man pilots continued to fly the subsidiary line 
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in Colombia. Trippe maintained that they haO 
become Colombian citizens, many had married 
Colombian wives and were popular in Colom- 
bia, and were no danger to the canal. He point- 
ed out that the German pilots on their regular 
routes were never closer than 250 miles from 
the Panama Canal. 


High army officers pointed out, however, that 


a plane could get from Colombia to Panama in 
no time; also that the pilots were being trained 
over extremely difficult terrain around the 
Andes, thus creating a force which, even though 
returned to Germany, would always be familiar 
with this vital territory. 


Pan American vice president George Rihl has 


now made three trips to Colmbia and is work- 
ing out a new set-Up whereby German interest 
is to be eliminated completely. Under one pro- 
posal SCADTA is to be owned one-third by 
Pan America, one-third by the Colombian gov- 
ernment, and one-third by a Colombian com- 
pany. 


A meeting was held in Colombia last week 


regarding this, and it is hoped the plan will go 
into operation soon, although some last-minute 
hitches have developed. Meanwhile German 
pilots still are operating plans adjacent to the 
Panama Canal, but they are always accompan- 
ied by Colombian flight officers. 
MECHANICAL SLEUTHS 


Uniformed guards make nightly inspection 


rounds in the big government buildings, but the 
real sentinels of the multi-million dollar struc- 
tures are electrical machines. Elaborate auto- 
matic signal systems, equipped with buzzers, 
bells and lights instantly detect trouble and 
flash the alarm. 


Chief hazard is spontaneous-combustion fires 


in libraries, supply rooms and machine shops. 
When a blaze occurs an automatic control sys- 
tem flies into action. A chart in the guard room 
records the location of the flame and its inten- 
sity. If something breaks down in the power 
room, warning is flashed with a crash of bells. 


Most modern of the automatic watchdogs is 


the system in the stately Greco-Roman federal 
reserve building on Constitution avenue. Its 
electrical controls make a written record of 
everything that goes on, with a special feature 
known as the "operator's delinquent system." 


If the operator falls asleep or meets with an 


accident, red lights flash all over the building. 
The device also tattles on guards who fail to 
punch patrol boxes on time. 


Note—All the guards and elevator operators 


in the federal reserve building are college stu- 
dents. They are the handsomest crew in Wash- 
ington but their service is about the worst. 
MERRY-GO-ROUND 


The lowest rental United States housing au- 


thority project in the country is located in the 
south, in Austin. Texas, where six-room apart- 
ments are leased for $7 a month. This project, 
the first started by the USHA, was obtained 
through the efforts of Representative Lyndon 
Johnson, one of the "baby" members of con- 
gress. . . . Emil Hurja, genial former official of 
the Democratic National committee, is an ardent 
collector of early American documents.

ODD NANSEN AND WAR 


Editor Post-Crescent-Only .a few 


of us heard Mr. Kansens" very ex- 
cellent address last Friday. I wish 
the whole state could hear it It was 
so moderate reasonable and just. He 
did not ask us to join up with the 
allies or Finland but he showed us 
why we should help and pointed out 
to us the danger to us if we do not 
help. We are inclined to censure 
ourselves for going in to the last 
war, but hearing him tell of his ob- 
servations of cruelty in the present 
war shows us what would have hap- 
pened if we had not gone into it and 
the enemy had won that war. The 
Germans then were just as they are 
now. We may have to go into this 
war to save this world calamity. But 
we should not go into it unless it is 
absolute necessary. 
But we should 


help the Allies, but not with men. 
We should help with money and 
credit and any kind of war material 
they want and need. To this end we 
should repeal our late "cash and 
carry law" and permit our ship- 
ping to help carry goods to the buy- 
ers at their own risks.'We should 
repeal our old credit law forbidding 
loans to debtor nations. Our finan- 
ciers are as capable of handling 
their money as are our polititians. 
Put our country in the same posi- 
tion as it was before the last war, 
and the same as all other countries 
are to day. Every one giving credit 
would know he was taking chances 
and would not complain if he lost. 
We have enough sportsmanship left 
for this. But why should we not 
look at our selves as others see us? 
We were in the last war and won it, 
then we threw away the victory not 
only for ourselves but for our as- 
sociates. You ask did we do this? I 
shall show you. It was hard to make 
the treaty of peace for there were 
so many belligerents. 
All wanted 


what could not be given. The Presi- 
dent wanted the peace to be a love 
feast but the other nations could not 
agree to this. Then Mr. Wilson pro- 
posed his League of Nations to en- 
force the peace they could agree on. 
It was adopted and the whole 
world was happy even the enemy 
nations. The world lauded Mr. Wil- 
son to the skies. They thought all 
wars were ended. But Mr. Wilson 
had personal enemies who could not 
endure to see him get such glory, 
not even if it saved the world from 
all wars. They set about to defeat 
the Treaty of Peace. 
As we con- 


strued our constitution it required a 
two-thirds vote of our 
senate to 


adept treaties. This innocent little 
clause reads as follows, "He shall 
have power by and with the con- 
sent of the Senate to make treaties, 
provided two-thirds of the Senators 
present concur . . ." Is there any 
one with intelligence so low as to 
claim that Mr. Wilson made the 
Versailles Treaty? Mr. Wilson's ene- 
mies soon discovered he could get 
a majority vote of the senate but it 
was doubtful if he could get a two- 
thirds vote. 
So they fell on this 


clause and started their orators out 
on the platforms to defeat it. They 
succeeded and we see the result of 
the wreckage to day. We have read 
it in our papers. Mr. Nansen told us 
of it to our horror. Shall we throw- 
away our civilization rather than to 
try to amend the wreckage we caus- 
ed in the world? Yes stay out of this 
war for we would no doubt cause 
as much or more damage as we 
could do good. We could not get a 
two-thirds vote of the senate to ev- 
en pass the "cash and carry" law. 
What could we hope for in a Peace 
Treaty with other bellegents as our 
associates? But let us look at this 
innocent "two-thirds senate" treaty 
clause. Did the Founding Fathers 
intend it to apply to war treaties. To 
hold this is to stultify their intelli- 
gence. In this same constitution they 
provided that the congress could de- 
clare war with a majority 
vote. 


Would they then provide that it 
must take a two-thirds vote to stop 
a war? Surely they did not intend 
such an absurdity. They said what 
they meant, is was to apply to the 
small treaties that the president 
made personally "with the advice 
and consent of the senators present". 
War treaties are never made by a 
president in the presence of sena- 
tors. 
The Versailles Treaty was 


made in Europe. This "two-thirds" 
clause did not apply to this kind of 
a treaty. But Wilson's enemies got 
away with it. The most of them are 
now dead and died nursing the de- 
lusion that they saved the world 
from destruction.

New London — The sale of city 


relief-cut wood at a small loss to 
make room for more cutting was 
voted by the common council after 
long discussion at the regular meet- 
ing at the city hall last night. 


Approximately 1.000 cords of 


mixed dry wood piled near the city 
sheds will be sold as it stands for 
$2 a cord, delivered anywhere in 
the city. Green hard wood from the 
cutting lot outside the city will be 
sold for $2.35 per cord delivered 
and the mixed green wood for $2 
per cord. About 3.600 cords of 14- 
inch green wood cut this season is 
available for sale.

TESTED PRISONERS 


Twenty years ago, Dr. Joseph 


Goldberger of the United States 
public health service studied the 
death record from the disease call- 
ed "pellagra" and noticed that it 
was taking the lives of thousands 
of persons each year. He decided 
to do something about it 


Goldberger observed that people 


who suffered from pellagra were 
chiefly workers in cotton mill dis- 
tricts. Their food was largely corn- 
meal, white flour products, poluh- 
ed rice, molasses and fat pork. 


Both these dogs were fed four 


vitamins of the B. group, but 
do; at left grew better because 
it received "factor W." 
"How can I prove that people 


who cat such food are likely to fall 
sick with pellagra?" he wondered. 


The governor of Mississippi help- 


ed supply the answer. He offered a 
pardon to certain state prisoners 
who would go through tests. Eleven 
prisoners agreed to the plan, early 
in the year 1915. 


The men were quite free from 


the disease when they began to eat 
the cotton mill workers' diet. Six 
months later, six of them had light 
cases of pellagra. The test was end- 
ed, and those who were sick were 
given food which would bring them 
back to health. 


That was only one 
of several 


ways in which Goldberger and his 
assistants found proofs that lack of 
proper food was a cause of the dis- 
ease. 
The food, 
itself, was not 


bringing on the trouble—it was the 
lack of something needed in the 
diet. 


Since then it has been common 


for hospitals to treat cases of pella- 
gra by giving patients yeast liver 
extract and wheat germ oil. The 
heavy death date of hospital pella- 
gra cases has been ended. 


During the past few years, more j 


work has been done on the prob- 
lem. A Wisconsin scientist Dr. C. 
A. Elvehjem. has shown that a cer- 
tain acid, a B vitamin "factor," can 
play a big part in curing pellagra. 


At this writing, more than a doz- 


en B vitamins or B "factors" are 
known. In the group is an element 
now called "Factor W." Tests have 
shown that it has a great deal to 
do with growth. In one test two 
dogs were fed 
exactly the same 


food except that one had Factor W, 
while the qther did not The one 
with Factor W in its food grew 
larger and six pounds heavier. 


One or more of the B vitamins 


may be obtained from many foods. 
Yeast and liver 
are most richly 


stored with B vitamins and factors.
